EPORTS from the Boston convention of the A. F. of L. metal trades’ 
Re departme 1 Kaen at first glance, cause some workers to believe 
that a tionary change had taken place, within the A. F. of L. 
And, in Phat O’Connell’s and Frey's proposals for the five-hour day and 
five-day week, with a continuation of the same wage rates now paid for 
eight, nine and ten hours, do constitute, either a revolutionary change 
in policy, or a degree of fakery and deception never before reached, even 
by the fascist A. F. of L. leaders. The latter, however is the case 4 
their own reports clearly show. 

But first, before we examine the motives or intentions 
and Frey, are these proposals feasible? They most certainly are! 
are not only feasible but necessary! The feasibility of the five-hour day 
is shown by the very great iricrease that has taken place in the produc- 
tive capacity of industry as a result of speed-up and mechanization. The 
necessity for the five-hour day is shown by the break-down in the

workers health under the killing speed-up systems and by the existence 


at present of a jobless army of well over 8,000,000 warkers, which, even, 
in prosperous times numbers several million. The workers of the United 
States, if fully employed for five hours every day for five days every 
week (and possibly in even less time), could easily supply the needs 
of the country. 

But the American capitalists are not impressed by arguments about 
“feasibility” and “necessity” (for the workers!). Their only concern is 
profits—ever greater profits with which to provide themselves with more 
luxuries while greater masses of workers starve, They do not mechanize 
industry and speed up production through any desire to shorten the 
working day and improve the lot of the worker. They mechanize in- 
dustry and speed up production only in order to wring more profits out 
of the workers. Obviously, then, the bosses are not going to hand out 
the five-hour day, five-day week, and increased wages as a Christmas 
gift! 

They will only grant a shorter work-day and -increased wages when 
they are forced to do so. The eight~hour day was won after years of 
bitter struggle. Likewise, the five-hour day, five-day week will be won 
when the workers organize sufficiently powerful strike movements to 
force the bosses to grant this justified demand. And right here is where 
the shoe pinches! - Do O’Connell and Frey issue the slogan: “Organize 
and strike for the five-hour day and five-day week?’ Decidedly not! 
On the contrary, still following their fascist, class-collaboration policies, 
they pratt about the five- zday week being “more profitable to investers” 
and “of greater advantage to the public.” They pretend to think that 
the profit-hungry capitalists can*be persuaded to grant this demand with- 
out a struggle. 

But the A. F. of L. leaders are not stupid. They are following quite 
@ conscious policy. Their real object in bringing forth this proposal is 
to use it as a smoke screen to cover up their failure to demand and fight 
for unemployment insurance. They shed crocodile tears about the growth 
of unemployMent. They piously talk about shorter hours as a solution 
for unemployment. But they have no intention of fighting for shorter 
hours. This talk about shorter hours is going to be their method of 
Justifying their support for the Hoovers and Roosevelts and of fighting 
‘again st the Unemployment Insurance Bill as proposed by the Communist 
Party. 

The Communist Party, however, calls upon all workers to organize 
and fight against this A. F. of L. fakery and for shorter hours and for 
immediate unemployment insurance. We propose, not idle talk about 
a five-hour day, but immediate strike struggles for the seven-hour day, 
five-day week as a real step toward winning the five-hour day. We 
propose mass demonstrations everywhere to force the immediate adop- 
tion of the Unemployment Insurance Bill. This is à program of struggle 
which will get results! This is not mere talk! Don’t starve! Organize! 
Fight! Strike against wage cuts! Strike for the seyen-hour day, five- 
day week! Demand “thé adoption of the Unemployment Insurance Bill! 
Vote Communist!

STORY from Thomasville, Georgia, printed on this page, shows in 
A graphic colors the class nature of the lynching mobs which have been 

murdering Negroes there and in other regions to the atrocious total 
of twenty-nine so far this year. 

The picture of the mansions of the rich, some of them the homes of 
Northern bosses, compared with the hovels of the poor “white trash” and 
then the horrible shacks of the oppressed Negroes, is a picture that should 
sink into the mind of all. 

It should likewise be graven on the minds of the workers how the society 
d meet to set the wage scale of their servants, as the mill bosses 
do to set the wages of their textile slaves—-white and black. 

And all should be understood as a background of the violent terrorization 
of the exploited and oppressed Negro workers and poor farmers which is 
calling lynching. 

These lynching mobs are, in the main, by no means a “popular uprising,” 

e work of masses, but the work of a comparatively small band of 
atorial murderers of the “upper” class, whose interests are.to keep 
an loited and oppressed class down, subjected to the worst exploitation. 

These capitalist conspirators, of course, play upon the prejudice they 
have instilled into the white workers and farmers whom they exploit as 
wage slaves and share croppers, counting upon @his prejudice to prevent 
these white victims of theirs from uniting with their Negro class brothers 
in resistance to the boss cldss terror. But the bosses and their hangers-on 
of lawyers, merchants and doctors, make up the decisive part of the actual 
lynchers. 

In other words, lynching is a capitalist affair, by the bosses and for the 
bosses. And all the capitalist parties, republican, democrat and fake 
“socialist” alike, either practice it or excuse it in one form or another. and 
only the Communist Party, the party of the working class, the whole 
working class, comes out as an active force against it. 

The workers and poor farmers of the South—and North—have a tommon 
interest in uniting to stop this murder of the worst exploited and oppressed 
of their class. Not by kind words, which will have no effect, but in joint 
physical defense to deal with these boss class murder gangs in the only 
language they understand. 

And since only the Communist Party is waging a fight against these 
conspirators against the lives of workers, against this terror which is aimed

NEW YORK.—Open revolt of the 
militant workers of Carnegie dress 
shop against the sell-out of their part 
of the strike by Draisin, Schlesinger 
and Dubinsky is the order of the day.

Draisin appeared before the bosses 
in the name of a mythical “Strike 
Advisory Board” and signed the sell- 
out. The “terms” outlined above are 
openly admitted by Draisin. The 
Needle Trades Workers’ Industrial 
Union has information, which it pub- 
Hshed in leafiet form, that Draisin 
also secretly agreed to reorganization 
and discharges, which he does not 
dare admit to the membership. 


J. L. G. Strikebreaking 


Draisin & Co. have taken down the 
strike signs, ordered the strikers back 
to work, industriously circulated 
rumors that they are all going back, 
and this after the strikers them- 
selves, through their shop committee, 
repudiated the sell-out. This is open 
strikebreaking by the officials of the 
International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers and its Local 38, by whom the 
strike is misled. 

The Industrial Union both before 
and during the strike pointed out 
that. the I. L. G. W. officials had 
allowed no discussion by the mem- 
bers, that they sought to prevent the 
spread of the strike, that they were 
secretly negotiating, even before the 
strike, for its betrayal.

The registration of the unemployed 


workers in Detroit, which was care 
ried through by the fake unemploy- 
ment committee organized by Mayor 
Murphy, has revealed the fact that 
there are around 200,000 unemployed 
workers in the city of Detroit, and 
around 250,000 in Greater Detroit, in- 
cluding Hamtramck, Highland Park, 
Dearborn and Fordson, which are in- 
dustrial towns. According to the 
registration, 79,000 families have 
registered, and the capitalist press is 
compelled to admit that this includes 
approximately over 150,000 unem- 
ployed. This does not include the 
part-time workers and the workers 
who are temporarily laid off from the 
factories. . The. number of unem- 
ployed workers is much larger than 
expected. 

According to the registration, over 


50,000 unemployed demanded im- 
mediate relief—bread, clothing and 
shelter. The Murphy committes 


openly admitted that it will be im- 
possible to take care of the great 
number of the unemployed, . . 

The capitalist press, while changing 
their attitude toward Murphy, openly 
admits that lots of trouble can be ex- 
pected from the Murphy promises, 
which cannot be carried through and 
is beginning to prepare the uneme 
ployed workers that they should not 
expect too much, because they will 
be disappointed.

nd Abe Smith, by the business ele- 
ments of this city. 

A. E. Poansjoe, organizer for the 
American Negro Labor Congress, is 
being held in jail with bail set at 
$2,500 as a result of his activity among 
the Negro werkers in this city. 

The Negro churches are working 
hand in hand with the bosses for a 
convietion of Peansjoe and spreading 
a subtle poison amongst the Negro 
workers. Speaking before the Bethel 
Methodist church, Frank Beckwith, 
director of “Negro Welfare,’ declared: 
“If there is any one thing which has 
enabled the American Negre to 
occupy an enviable position in the 
United States it is his leyalty to hig 
government. The Communists are 
attempting to put ever their program 
by citing their alleged accomplish- 
ments in Russia.” And then he pro- 
ceeded to tell how well off the Ameri- 
ean Negro is, In closing the stery of 
the meeting, the capitalist press re- 
ported: “The Rev. C. S. Brown, pastor 
of the church, and his congregation, 
pledged their hearty support in help- 
ing to spread the gospel of caution.”

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150,000 Evicted 
In N. V. 5 
Year, Says 


NEW TORK. — Heaps of furniture 
piled high on New York's East Side 
and Harlem streets this winter is the 
bitter prospect held out for jobless 
workers’ families by Presiding Justice 
Timothy A. Leary of the Municipal 
Court system. In the first half of 
1930, 72,798 warrants for eviction 
were issued in city courts, and the 
second half of the year promises to 
push the total up to 150,000. 

The regions hardest hit are in- 
habited by Negroes crowded into the 
Harlem high-rent slums, and Jews 
and Itallan families on the Fast Side, 
dependent on séasonal work in the 
needle industries. Evictions are com- 
mon in the $10-$20 a month tene- 
ments, which lack heat, modern sani- 
tary facilities and hot water. At 
least 500 families have been evicted 
from these warrens to make way for 
remodeling into higher-priced mod- 
ern apartments, renting at $30-$45 
u month, far above the casual 
worker's ability to pay. 

Tammany Triek 

A favorite method for fastening 
Tammany control on the slum dis- 
triets of New York is to use judges 
and deputy sheriffs to keep poor 
families in their tenements in the 
face of eviction notices. Justice 
Leary emphasized the humane atti- 
tude of municipal judges in persyad- 
ing landlords to go easy on evictions, 
but the hard-boiled landlord can use 
his own discretion. 

The luckless tenant has five days 
to pay the back rent or get out, after 
he is served with the eviction notice 
by the deputy sheriff. 

The answer to this Tammany 
swindle is organization, and a fight 
on the spot to put the workers’ furni- 


ture right back in the house when 


the landlord throws it out. The 
Councils of the Unemployed are the 
organization for that. Vote Com- 
munist for the Workers’ Unempley- 
ment Insurance bill to take the war 
funds and give each jobless man at 
least en a week.

DRAMATIC FILM OF JUNGLE-LIFE

Thrilling and rare entertainment 
eecupies the screen of the Cameo 
Theatre this week where “Africa 
Speaks,” an African adventure film, 
sound effects and all, is playing. This 
film, released by Columbia Pictures, 
depicts the absorbing adventures of 
Paul L. Hoefier, Colorado explorer, 
on a daring trip through the hitherto 
unexplored regions of the dark con- 
tinent. From a scenic standpoint, 
it is magnificent, while the intimate 
glimpses of native life are fescinat- 
ing from a news value The film 
was transferred to the Cameo after 
the two weeks run at the Globe 
Theatre.

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Mayor Walker Shields Murderer 
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Of Rothstein, Strikebreaking King

On .the ave of the last $residential election, gne of America’s outstanding 
erooks was shot as another was about to be Voted into the White House. 
Neither Hoaver nor Rothstein have ever been cenvicted of a crime, but 
for that matter neither have any of the Russian Czars, nor the Morgans, 
nor Cardinal Hayes. Capitalist jus- 
tice is dispensed only when two or 
more capitalists are concerned: on the 
principle that Blackstone makes all 
capitalists of equal wealth equally 
immune before the law. 

However, even capitalist justice 
deesn't always functien smoothly. 
Rothstein was killed. Hoover wil! die 
in a wide bed and probably will be 
buried in the same large marble mu- 
seum that Will exhibit Grover Whalen's 
diamond-studded blackjack for the 
edifieation of young Communists in the 
coming American Soviet. Who is the 
greater eriminal, Hoever or Rethstein? 
~ Even bourgeois psychologists are be- 
ginning to admit that the man who 
g heads a system that breeds poverty, 
human misery, wars and criminality 
is more guilty than the men he uses 
to carry out his pregram; men, inci- 
dentally, who are usually infected with 
the very eancer they are permitted 
to prepagate. 

Hoover Versus Rethstein 


It is Hoover, then, and not Rothstein whe would be put in the Communist 
Rogues Gallery if a choice had to be made. Rothstein is important only in 
so far that he was a prism that reflected the brutality of his capitalist mas- 
ters and colleagues, the Wolls, and Walkers and factory owners and finan- 
elers who used his gunmen te break strikes. 

Boss gunmen like Rothstein and Paul Vasesrelll and Legs Diamond have 
a definite function te perform in italist society and are usually grented 
complete immunity from punishment go long as they remain useful to their 
employers. Rothstein's sudden death was an accident. According te al! 
the rules of the strikebreaking game, he should now be occupying the high 
position in the community granted te Vaccarelll, who is en good ‘tore 
with Governor Roosevelt, Mayor Walker a flock of high government officials 
and the “socijalist"-led company uniens. 

Rothstein's unexpected murder was due te the vagaries of his ewn char- 
acter. Rethstein was no ordinary cut-threat. He was an extremely shrewd 
business man who made more than ten million dollars by traffieking in 
men's jobs, their lives, drugs, liquor, stelen goods, gambling dens, poel- 
rooms, fake stecks and dozens of other underworld activities. He was 
considered the greatest crap-shooter ef all time, although statisties on this 
matter are rather difficult to precure. 

He wielded so much power than he was left untouched after he was 
proved to be the backer of the only $5,000,000 bend theft in the histery 
of Wall Street. There is little, if any honer ameng thieves. 

Successful Bucketshop Operator 

Rethstein was the largest single backer of bootleggers in America and 
the tor ef ene of the most bucketshop failures on record. 
When he died, $7,000,000 in drugs were found in his apartment. 

Rothstein might have continued his various activities until the revolution 
without interference from Tammany if his arrogance hadn't embutered 
his henchmen.

“Honered” Like Pelice Commissioner 

On November 4, Rothstein was invited to 4 room in the Park Central 
by a man who Rothstein thought was George McManus, a well-known 
gambling figure en Broadway. Seon after Rothstein entered the hotel, he 
staggered eut mortally wounded and was transported te a hospital with 
all the deference usually aceorded a statesman, er a movie actress, er at the 
very least, a pelice commissioner. 

The shooting created a furore. Net because it was a shooting, because 
even manicured police statistics prove that more peeple are shet in New 
York every year than were wounded in many & fair-sized war in the 
Middle Ages, but because it was Rethstein whe was shot. Even the 
result ef the sham battle between the twe embattled hypocrites, Smith 
and Hoover, didn’t overshadow in interést the murder of the most powerful 
underworld figure in New York. 

“Public” Is Placated 

As an immediate result of the killing, a chief inspector was removed, 
ten detectives were forced inte retirement and twenty officers ef varying 
ranks were tried for incompetence and dereliction of duty. This frantic 
waving ef arms simply fanned public interest and District Attorney Joab 
Banten desperately announced that he would grant absolute immunity 
te any ene whe would give him any evidence bearing on the murder. 

Beyond question Rothstein's papers contained enough information to 
send half ef New York's officialdom, including its judges, te fail ter life. 
When Banton was asked if any ef Rethstein's papers had been taken 
from the gambler’s files after his death, Banton evagively replied that 
he theught se but wasn't sure. Shortly after, Banten depesited two 
small files of the mest important papers with Judge Maneuse, who pre- 
ceeded to guard them as he guarded the depositors’ money in the City 
Trust Bank. (It cleged its doors seen after). 

George McManus was brought te trial in geod time, and the cage against 
him was so fimsy that it was thrown out without MeManug even taking 
the stand in his own defense. The murder then became a campaign 
issue. Crain, churchgoing owner et a burlesque theatre byilding, premised 
to bring the murderer to trial within fifteen days after Wis election, if suc- 
cessful in the eampaign. When the fifteen days were up, instead of nam- 
ing the murderer Crain asked for the dismissal of the indictments against 
Heimy Biller, John Doe and Richard Roe, the frst of whom was no more 
guilty than the two latter. 

Killer Might Have “Squealed”

“Hands Across the Sea” 
Is a Lot of Hokum 


MANCHESTER, Oct. 1.—That 
sentimental talk of “hands across the 
sea, between the United States and 
Britain is a lot of baloney, was the 
gist of a speech made yesterday by 
Lerd Howard, former British Am- 
bassador to Washington. Lord How- 
ard used to be known under the 
monicker of Sir Esme Howard. 

He pointed out that in the period 
of crisis, with war in the offing, the 
talk about the “unthinkable war” and 
Anglo-U. S. friendship wouldn't stop 
armed struggle. His speech, which, 
as usual, contained the usual tripe 
about efforts for peace, clearly 
pointed out that American imperial- 
ism had reached a high stage of de- 
velopment and that their British 
rivals would have to take this into 
account in preparation for the next 
war. 

At the same time, Howard indi- 
eated the dangers to imperialism in 
the next war. “Not only would an- 
ether cataclysm like that of 1914 en- 
danger the whole structure of the 
Empire,” he said, “but it would in- 
evitably involve us, and most Euro- 
pean eountries, in such an eeonomic 
and financial disaster that we might 
well fall, never to rise again.” Any- 
way, Howard, went on, we must in- 
crease armaments.

Bruening is 
striving to secure approval of his 
program by the Socialist Party under 
the threat of disillusion of the Prus- 
sian coalition, in which Otto Braun, 
Socialist premier, has the leading 
job. 

Yesterday the Socialist premier, 
Braun, agreed to vote for the pro- 
gram in the Reichs council. Vor- 
waerts, leading organ of the Social- 
ists, complains that the Bruening 
program won't achieve its object, but 
avoids taking a definite opposition 
stand.

The first week that this yellow bird became 
manager of the coat department he forced a wage 
cut of $2.33 in the Glenrock shop and piece work 
in Gillman's shop, as a result of which the 
workers lost as high as $11 a week. 

This little bit of B. Jackson's record shows 


clearly why his party and why he himself “for-. 


get” to speak about figthing against speed-up 
and, wage cuts. To do justice to this agent of 

bosses, we must mention his greatest accom- 
plishment for the bosses. He was instrumental 
in forcing the piece-work system on the tailors. 
This labor skate and bosses’ stool pigeon, be- 
trayer of the interests of the workers, was chosen 
by the Socialist Party to run on their ballot for 
congress.

M. Blumenreich, manager of the pants depart- 
ment of the company union, is another candidate 
for Congress on the Socialist ticket.

Our Work in Opponent Organizations 


By J. DAVIS (New York District) 
Asa definite and important part of our Plan 
of Action must de considered our work in the 
various mass organizations, and especially in the 
opponent organizations. It was therefore quite 
correct to consider the question of sending com- 
rades into these various organizations and begin 
work. 

At present the A. A. U. lane has ever 300,000 
members in its ranks. In T. M. G. A. ing 
I. M. H. A. many more hun of thousands 
of young workers are enrolled. In all these or- 
ganizations the number of young workers, espe- 
cially in the industrial cities, is predominant. 
We find the membership at present steadily in- 
creasing, and the bosses making efforts 
to increase the percentage of young workers. In 
this task they are making vefy good progress. 


The bosses utilize various ‘methods, such as“ 


sports and socials, from time to time, to keep 
these young workers in their ranks. Especially 
dangerous is the various poison that is spread in 
the so-called discussions. These discussions 
mainly deal with current problems. However, 
special emphasis is laid in these discussions on 
such things, as “equality in this country,” equal 
opportunities to become, rich, as well as the fact 
that this country is a land of opportunity. Nat- 
urally in these lectures special efforts are made 
to poison the minds of these young workers 
against the Soviet Union and everything con- 
nected with the working-clags movement. 


So far we had yery few experiences in our 


work, in this district, and I believe that our 1 


comrades in the other districts must discuss this 
problem and add their efperiences. In the New 
York District we found actual résistance on the 
part of some comrades to this important work. 
One example will suffice. In one of our units a 
comrade joined an A. A. U. club with a member- 
ship of 200.

the face value of $1,000 worth of stock was worth 
$2,000. 

It issues this sum of $1,500 in currency to the 
owner of the stock, and takes the collateral, the 
stock, to the Federal Reserve and gets 90 percent 
of the $1,500 in rediscount, of which it is allowed 
to issue 75 percent again in loans to, let us say, 
a building investment corporation. And so on—
